days of Lent. 


Filth—Fish nnd flesh are not ullowe 


at tbe same meal, but lard, bnttor an 
other animal fat may be used In preparlu 
food. 


Sixth—Those who are under 21 years 


of age or over 60, or whose strength Is Im 
paired by debility, sickness of hard label 
are exempt from fasting, and may us 
meat at all meals on days on which It 
allowed. Where there is doubt tbe eon 
fessor should be consulted.
